Another bank officer professed that he 
complete a Knowledge of his 
employes that he could tell very miick- 
ly when a man with «,500 salary f 
denly began to spend- at thei J 
•3,700. This may possibly be'trueln 
an individual case, but it is clear that 
generally do not have such i,n- 
formatior. in time to do any goojti. 
Very often the officers or clerks are o- 
iously profligate In their expen *- 
tures without attracting any n..ti e.

It would put an end to ten-cent cotton, 
but the price would still be lucrative, 
and the South would continue to di- 
versify its crops. With ten-cent cotton 
to the end ol the season it will be im- 
possible to get many farmers next 
spring to considder the idea of another 
kind of cropland in two or three years 
there would be the same cry of over- 
production. The line weather now pre- 
vailing is not only providiug au abund- 
ance of well-paid labor to the cotton 
pickers, but it is providing necessary 
raw material to millions of spindles; it 
is tilling the pockets of the planters 
now and will guard them against over- 
production in the future.— Courier- 
Journal.
